The National Lumbermen had another in- 
ing session yesterday. The discussion 
and action of the Association related to such

THE MAINE ELECTION. 

There has been a good deal of astonish- 
ment that the Republicans have carried Maine 
by less than 5,000 majority. The fact that 
Maine has for twenty-one years taught the 
country to expect a repetition of the Repub- 
lican majority of 10,000 to 12,000 accounts 
for the surprise. There are, however, several 
reasons why the decrease is entirely natural, 
and not to be accepted as a gauge of any 
change in the political sentiment throughout 
the country. To begin with, there was no 
material difference between the two parties 
on national issues. Both parties were sub- 
stantially agreed on the tariff and currency 
questions. The platforms were both uncom- 
promisingly in favor of hard money. Note 
the similarity on the currency question :

The stumpers on both sides advocated 
specie resumption with equal power, hence 
the Republican candidates could obtain no 
advantage over their opponents on that great 
issue. To carry out the similarity, both can- 
didates for Governor were Generals of the 
War, comparatively young men, of excellent 
position and reputation. The identity of po- 
sition of the two parties on national issues 
left the voters free to yield to any local or 
personal influences that might be exerted on 
one side or the other. It is natural that the 
bulk of these local influences should be ad- 
verse to the Republicans. A very slight 
thing induces men to seek a change. In 
Maine, the Republican party has become an 
old story. It has held uninterrupted control 
of the State since 1854. Men voted at this 
last election who were unborn at the time the 
Republican party first succeeded to power in 
Maine. For twenty years previously, with 
the exception of a single year, 1840, the 
Democrats had been in the majority; 
but never since the Republicans wrested 
the State from them, in 1854, have they 
been able to recover it. The consequence of 
this unparalleled stretch of power is, that 
the Republican party in Maine is held respon- 
sible for all the political, local, and personal 
grievances which anybody has in the State. 
Any difference or quarrels on village topics 
are necessarily against the party in power. 
All dissatisfaction with local administration 
falls upon that party. Any variation from 
the usual Republican majority in Maine is 
not, therefore, a subject for surprise. The 
only genuine wonder is that such a variation 
has not occurred more frequently. There is 
no other example of any party anywhere 
holding its majority with so much uniformity 
such a length of time. 

This would be sufficient, we think, to ac- 
count for any sudden change in the usual 
Republican majority of Maine. But there 
have been ether influences at work. The 
“tidal wave” of last year did not 
reach Maine till this year. The re- 
duction of the Republican majority 
this year is simply the wake of 
last year’s wave. Its work has been assisted 
to some extent by the increase of the foreign 
Irish vote. In Maine, as in all the New En- 
gland States, there is a large annual emigra- 
tion of the native young men to the West, 
and the vacancies they leave are filled by 
Catholic Irish, who have been pouring into 
New England in a strong, steady stream for a 
number of years, and who in Maine, as every- 
where else, have always been, with excep- 
tions, bitterly antagonistic to the Republican 
party, and steadfast supporters of the Demo- 
cratic The Republicans of 
Maine will have to work harder hereafter or 
they will find their control of the State slip- 
ping out of their fingers and passing into the 
hands of the Democratic-Celtic alliance.

THE PEOPLE'S MONEY. 

The Cincinnati Enquirey has taken to quoting “the 
bondholder’s dollar” at 123, or thereabouts, adding 
the remark that the bondholder’s dollar” is worth 
“ 351¢ cents more than the people’s dollar,” and adding 
also the query, Why should the rich man’s dollar be 


worth more than that of the poor man?“ 

The Cincinnati Enguirer can do no better 
service than to show that the Democratic 
party in Ohio, not content with degrading 
the people's dollar to 86 cents, are now labor- 
ing to still further reduce its value. The 
United States 6 per cent bonds, with green- 
backs worth 86 in guld, sell for 120 in cur- 
rency, which makes the market value of the 
bonds in gold at 103 1-5. This includes two 
months’ accrued interest. The United States 5 
per cents sell at 1174 in paper, worth 86 cents, 
which gives the bonds a value of 101 in gold, 
including accrued interest.. The difference in 
the value of the bonds and of the greenbacks 
is, in the one case, about 16.cents and in the 
other 15 cents on the dollar, and not 35}, 
as the Inquirer falsely affirms. 

The opposing policies are divided upon the 
question whether the people's money 
the greenbacks—shall be advanced in value 
from 86 cents to 100 cents, or whether they 
shall be reduced in value from 86 to 80, 75, or 
50 cents on the dollar. The people's money 
is the money in which the wages of labor are 
paid, and in which the prosecutions of every 
form of industrial productions are paid for, 
and in which their savings are invested. 
The daily wages of labor are paid in money 
worth 86 cents on the dollar, and the En- 
guirer and its inflation followers insist that 
the currency is worth too much, that its in- 


amount of it shall be so increased that the 
money in which labor is paid for shall be run 
down as low as it can be got, say 50 cents 
on the dollar. 

Tae Curcaco Tamer, on the contrary, in- 
sists that the peoples money—the money 
which is used to pay for labor and buy corn 
and wheat—shall be raised up in value un- 
til it equals 100 cents on the dollar, and that 
the people and the bondholders shall have 
money of equal value. 

Another and very startling difference be- 
tween the policy of the Hnquirer and that of 
Tue Trrsvunz is in the settlement with these 
bondholders. The people have to pay taxes 
to pay these bonds. It now takes $120 of 
the paper money of the people to buy a $100- 
bond. If the value of the people’s money be 
raised from 86 to 100 cents on the dollar, 
then it will only take $100 of the people's 
money to pay the bond. Then the people's 
money will be as good as the bondholders’. 
Then $100 of tax will pay $100 of interest- 
bearing debt; now it takes a tax of $120 of 
the people's money to do it, and if the En- 
quirer and its friends have their own way it 
will require a tax of $160, $180, or $200, to 
take up $100 of the public debt. 

The nguirer, not content With the 15 to 
16 cents difference in the value of the ‘* bond- 
holders’ money and the people's money,” 
insists upon making that difference greater, — 
increasing it from 16 to 40 or 50 cents, while 
Tux Tame insists that the greenbacks be 
made equal to the bonds in value, so that 
every dollar of surplus revenue from taxation 
can be used to reduce another dollar of the 
interest-bearing debt. Taz Trrsunz objects 
to the present depreciation of the people's 
money asa robbery and an outrage on labor, 
industry, and thrift, and opposes any further 
reduction of its value. Tue Taru is 
aware that the workmen and workwomen of 
the country, the orphans and widows of the 
United States, have on deposit to their credit 
in the savings banks a thousand millions of 
dollars, payable in paper money. It is the 
accumulation of labor, the savings of years 
of toil, the sacred provision made, at im- 
mense sacrifices, for the future. Tux Turn- 
UNE insists that this money, which is now de- 
graded to 86 cents on the dollar. 
a loss to the depositors in the 
savings banks of one hundred and forty 
millions,—shall be raised in value to 100 cents 
on the dollar, so that its owners, when they 
want to use it, may demand dollars that will 
purchase an actual dollar's worth of other 
property. How is it with the nguirer and 
the other inflationists? They insist that this 
thousand millions of dollars belonging to the 
working classes is already worth too much. 
They insist that the people’s money is too 
high at 66 cents on the dollar; that it is scarce 
and so valuable that the owners will not take 
less than 86 cents in coin value on the dollar 
for it. They insist that these savings of the 
people shall be cheapened ; that paper money 
shall be issued in such quantities that one- 


lations of the thrift, labor, and sacrifices of 
these people shall be swept away ; and that 
instead of dollars they shall receive, when 
they want it, scrip that is sold at. the street 
corners and at public auction for whatever 
the purchaser will give for it. 

If the bondholders’ money be worth 101 
cents in gold, while the people’s money is 
worth but 86 cents, the difference is due to 
the efforts of those who so persistently op- 
pose the elevation of the value of the latter, 
The action of the Pennsylvania Democratic 
Convention the other day reduced the value 
of the peoples money 2 cents on the 
dollar. The Ohio Democrats are now 
laboring to reduce it still more. Be. 
fore the Pennsylvania Convention the 
wages of labor was paid in money worth 88 
cents on the dollar. Wages are now paid in 
money worth 86 cents on the dollar, and, 
should the inflationists succeed in Ohio next 
month, it is possible that the greenbacks will 
tall to 80 cents on the dollar. It is thus that

MOULTON AND BEECHER. 

The Bzxcuer scandal has been temporarily 
revived by a striking letter from Mr. Mov - 
rox. It strikes from the shoulder. Mov t- 
rox has been aroused by a request from the 
District Attorney, in which Mr. Brxzcuen 
joined by his concurrence, that he (Movr- 
TON) acquiesce in thé proposition that a nolle 
prosequi be entered in the criminal case pend- 
ing against Mouton for slander and perjury. 
The request was certainly an impertinent 
one. Mr. Movuton was indicted at the in- 
stance and upon the affidavit of Mr. Brxonrn. 
The indictment was found fully one year 
ago, and, though Mr. Mouton has frequently 
demanded a trial, it has never been granted 
him. The indictment stamps Movuron and 
his wife by implication as conspirators and 
perjurerg, For Mr. Movzton to acquiesce 
in a withdrawal of the prosecufion 
would be to confess himself and his 
wife guilty of the charge, and ready to 
take refuge behind the generosity of Mr. 
Brxcuer and the public prosecutor to avoid 
the consequences of this crime. No man 
would consent to such an arrangement un- 
less he felt himself guilty, and feared the re- 
sults of a judicial investigation. Mr. Movt- 
rox has rejected the proposal with the indig- 
nation of an innocent man who resents the 
imputation under which Mr. Brzouer has 
placed him, and from which it would appear 
that Mr. Brrecuzr does not desire he n 
have the opportunity of escapin g. 1 

Those who have read Mr. Movurtoy’s le 
ter, which was published in Tun Tersune of 
yesterday, cannot fail to have been impressed 
with the remarkabi vigor of style and clear- 
ness of reasoning which it presents. As re- 
gards the expense of thetrial, it was the duty 
of the officers of the People to determine be- 
fore the indictment whether the offense were 
of sufficient magnitude, and the case against 
Mr. Movuton sufficiently strong, to warrant 
his prosecution. It is too late, af- 
ter having visited Mr. Moviton with 
the disgrace and held it over him for a year, 
to admit of this plea as an extenuation for 
refusing Mr. Moviron an opportunity of 
acquitting himself of the charge thus pub- 
licly and officially made against him. It may 
be that Mr. Breu, though feeling himself 
innocent, revolts against any further expe. 
rience in a public trial. To say the best, 
Mr. Brxcuer has not shown himself to be a 
courageous man. But he should have thonght 
of his personal comfort before he caused the 
indictment to be made. No consideration of 
this kind should now be permitted to deprive 
Mr. Movuron of the right of judicial vindi- 
cation which every accused man has; for Mr. 
Brercutr to abandon the prosecution which 
he himself instituted would be a sort of con- 
fession that he brought it in the first place 
simply for the purpose of securing some 
moral support in the civil case which Tron 
had brought against him. 

In relation to the criminal prosecution 
which Mr. Brxscuen, the prosecuting wit- 
ness, and Mr. Barrron, the prosecuting at- 
torney, now want to abandon, Mr. Moviton 
has set himself before the people in a very 
creditable light, and with a vigor and ear- 
nestness that will gain him a large amount of 
public sympathy. If the prosecution shall 
be actually abandoned after all, this course 
will bring more suspidon and discredit upon 
the prosecutors than the prosecuted. 


DR. DEKOVEN’S LETTER. 

Whatever opinions may be held by the 
members of the Episcopal Church relative to 
the dogmas concerning the Eucharist dis- 
cussed in Dr. Dz Koven’s letter to the Diocesan 
Convention,—a discussion, by the way, which 
forcibly reminds ne of the discussion of the 
dogma of the Procession of the Holy Ghost 
at the recent Cid Catholic Conference at 
Bonn,—both his friends and opponents will 
join in the mutud declaration that this let- 
ter is a calm, forüble, and manly statement 
of views, and inits perotation an eloquent 
and dispassionats definition of his relations 
to the Diocese. Thé main point of in- 
terest in the letter is his statement 
of the doctrim he holds with re- 
spect to the Holy Eucharist, as it 


to the enunciatior of his views upon this 
point. After shoving that the doctrine is 
clearly connected vith the mediation of the 
Son of God,—a psition which he fortifies 
with numerous qué¢ations from Scripture,— 
he passes at once to the affirmation of the 
actual ‘‘presence d Christ, God, and man in 
one person in the Holy Eucharist,” without 
seeking to explain the mode or manner. In 
this connection, le very explicitly states 
that he does mot affirm that the 
Presence in 3e Eucharist is by 
transubstantiation,-the Roman Catholic 
doctrine of the change of the bread 
and wine into th) blood and the body of 
Christ; or of conm that is, the 
co-existence of thi and blood with the 
bread and the wim; or of identity of sub- 
stance, that is, thd the Eucharist is at one 
and the same tim the substance of bread 
and wine and of Christ's body and blood. 
The only affirmatio: which he will make con- 
cerning the in the elements is 
that Christ is thre sacramentally and 
spiritually, and thy really and truly.” 
This of Dr. Dz Koven of the 


Christ in the elements,” which has also 
constituted one of the charges of unsound 
doctrine made against him. After defining 
the various ideas expressed by the term 
„Worship.“ he boldly takes the position that 
to say that Christ is only to be worshiped at 
the right hand of God is either to deny 
the sacramental presence of His human na- 
ture in the Holy Eucharist,” which puts 
limitations upon His omnipresence, “ or else 
it is to be guilty of a grave theological error.” 
With equal boldness he affirms not only that 
the Church tolerates this doctrine, but that 
it is “‘the fair and reasonable interpretation 
of her liturgy and formularies, and when 
more fully understood will be accepted with 
loving hearts by all her faithful children.” 
These are the main points of Dt. Dz 
Koven’s statements, and they are made in a 
manner which will commend him both as a 
man and a Christian even to his opponents. 
He has placed himself before the Diocese and 
the Standing Commfttees in a thoroaghly 
honest and manly position. He presents the 
alternative either that the Standing Commit- 
tees have rejected him apon insufficient 
grounds, or that he is amenable to trial as a 
disloyal presbyter of the Church, and making 
this statement, which is both in the nature of 
an honest protest and manly challenge, he 
leaves the Convention unhampered by any 
conceptions or misconception, by withdraw- 
ing his acceptance of the Bishopric. Although 
his friends have not insisted upon his elec- 
tion, this letter will always stand to Dr. Dz 
Koven’s credit as an earnest, honest, and 


eloquent statement of views.

THE EXPOSITION. 

The Exposition has now been open a week, 
and may be said to be in complete running 
order. ‘The departments are all filled, there 
is no vacant space in the building, and a 
glance at the great hive of industry, with its 
immense accumulations of useful and orna- 
mental products, its articles of art and luxu- 
ry, and its collections of curiosity and gcien- 
tific research, shows that the managers were 
not out of the way in claiming for it superi- 
ority over the Exposition of last year, and 
that they have made good their announce- 
ment to give the people even more than their 
money’s worth. A bird's-eye view of the 
great building reveals a most interesting 
sight. The entire northern half, on the main 
floor, is devoted to machinery, representing 
almost every conceivable department of 
mechanics, with their variousproducts, One 
entire room at the extreme north end of the 
building is filled with reapers, mowers, and 
harvesters in operation, in addition to gang- 
plows, hay-binders, and harrows. The re- 
mainder of the space is given to sewing-ma- 
chines, wood and iron working machines, 
smut-mills, flour and feed mills, automatic 
and rotary engines, pumps in endless array, 
miniature watch factories, and accumulations 
of mechanical products in almost bewildering 
profusion. In the centre, an ornamental 
fountain gives a suggestion of coolness as well 
as of beauty, with its jets and sprays. Just 
beyond the fountain, you come upon the 
household art department, with its six sets of 
rooms, uniquely and artistically furnished, 
before which the average housekeeper, who 
knows only use and not art, will linger in de- 
spair, as she looks upon the elegant paper- 
hangings, the exquisite pictures, the elaborate 
carvings in the furniture, and the quaint mo- 
saics and tiles which give such an antique 
appearance to the various sets. Between this 
department and the south end of the building 
is a rendezvous of the ladies. The superb 
displays of clothing, toilettes, dry goods, 
carpets, millinery, upholstery, and furniture, 
constitute an attraction, the fascinations of 
which none but the strongest-minded females 
are capable of resisting. A little further on 
are beautiful eollections of shells, aquaria 
filled with noble specimens of brook trout, 
and a chute and fish way showing the details 
of pisciculture. The immense departments 
of fruit and flowers complete the survey of 
the main floor, and they will richly repay a 
visit. It may be many years before such an 
array of fruit will be seen here again. Of 
the Northern States, Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, Michigan, Ohio, Iowa, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, New York, 
Connecticut, Maine, and Massachusetts, 
and of the Southern, Kentucky, Mary- 
land, Virginia, Mississippi, Missouri, and 
Louisiana, are represented, while the Pa- 
cific slope is represented by the luscious 
and large fruits of California. More, than 
half of the States in the Union, therefore, sent 
fruit to this Exposition, and in immense 
variety, one exhibitor alone (from Massa- 
chusetts) showing 270 varieties of pears. 
Passing from the fruit department, the 
beautiful flowers and foliage plants, em- 
bracing a great number of rare exotics from 
the tropics, will attract the eye. The art 
department, in the east wing of the building, 
with its large collection of oil paintings, 
water-colors, crayons, and pastels, giving a 
comprehensive and very complete repre- 
sentation of American art, has already re- 
ceived very thorough notices in Taz Trisune. 
It is the nucleus of attraction, and at any 
time daring the day is sure to be 
filled with an admiring throng. The 
best time for seeing the pictures 
is early in the forenoon, at which time the 
light is good and the crowdsean be avoided. 
There is another department, that of natural 
history and minerals, in the west gallery, 
which no visitor should omit to see. The 
collection: of skeletons, embracing almost 
everything from a megatherium to a mouse ; 
the diagrams, casts, and models; the pre- 
served birds, fishes, and mammalia; the 
beautiful fossils, sea-plants, and rare and 
curious ores and stones, are of them- 
selves worthy a day's inspection. All 
over the great building, objects of in- 
terest may be found, whatever may 
be the taste or mania of the visitor. 
It is a credit to the city that the Exposition 
has been made so comprehensive, especially 
in the arts and sciences, as well as in the me- 
chanical industries, and now both the city 
and the country should reward the labors of 
the managers by the largest degree of patron- 
age. The rates of admission are so low that 
every one can afford to go, and, as the rail- 
roads have reduced their fares, our country 
friends ought to arrange their business affairs 
so as tocome in and enjoy the sights. We 
can assure them that it will richly repay 
them. 


The election of Dr. Lemur: Moss to the 
Presidency of the University of Indiana is a 
graceful recognitich of the high scholarship 
and the executive talent of the Doctor. It is 


quite a venerable college, for a Western one. 


Its last catalogue shows u total of 420 stu- 


dents at the present time. Dr. Moss has s 
fine opportanity before him. One of the 
pleasant features of his election is that it may 
be regarded as a final settlement of the trouble 
in the University here. The two doctors 
who disagreed so fiercely are now at the head 
of different colleges. Henceforth, it is to be 
hoped that their rivalry will be a generous 
one, and confined to the development of the 
legitimate interests of their respective insti- 
tutions. Meanwhile, we congratulate our 
neighbor State on securing the services of 
such a finished scholar as Dr. Moss. 

THE SAVINGS-BANKS OF SAN FLANCISCO. 

Savings-banks are usually among the first 
to suffer from panics. Their depositors are, 
as a class, credulous, excitable, and illiterate. 
Every whisper tends to scare them. Then 
the deposits represent a vast amount of 
pinching economy, self-denial, and hard 
industry. The thought of losing their little 
hard-won accumulations is terrible. The in- 
dividual depositor is, as a rule, far less able 
to bear the loss than is the average depositor 
in an ordinary bank. He is therefore more 
nervous and frightened by every imagined 
danger. These causes combine to make a 
panic especially perilous to a savings-bank, 
despite the protection afforded by requiring 
depositors to give thirty or sixty days’ notice. 
This fact makes the position of the San 
Francisco savings-banks, during the temporary 
flurry caused by the sudden crash of the 
Bank of California, especially noteworthy. 
Their deposits were immensely large. Their 
depositors were more than 50,000 in number. 
Yet they scarcely felt the panic at all. The 
Hibernia Bank has 17,930 depositors, chief- 
ly Irish, only 152 of whom wished to with- 
draw theirmoney. The German Bank, with 
9,373 depositors, received applications from 
less than 100. The French Bank was troubled 
by only forty-seven out of 6,600 depositors. 
The corresponding figures for the other kin- 
dred institutions are as follows: Clay Street 
Bank, deposited in by Americans, only 200 
out of 10,854; Odd-Fellows’ Bank, most- 
ly Americans, only 150 out of 8,072; 
Savings Union, mostly Americans, only 
67 out of 6,548 depositors. About 
this same proportion of the timid to the con- 
fident holds true in relation to the smaller 
banks. Altogether, out of 56,377 depositors, 
only 713 fell victims to the panic and rushed 
for their money. This is less than 14 per 
cent, ‘The panic-stricken are to be punished 
for their fright by being denied permission 
to open their accounts again. About four 
years ago, the Hibernia Bank had a run upon 
it. When the excitement subsided and the 
timid ones returned with their savings, the 
managers peremptorily refused to receive 
them. Opinions will differ as to the wisdom 
of this vindictive course, but its imitation by 
all the banks now shows that Frisco consid- 
ers it to have been a stroke of policy. 

There is a striking contrast between the 
California savings-banks, during the so-called 
gold-panic of 1875, and those east of the 
Mississippi during the greenback-panic of 
1873. In the one case, only three out of 
every 200 dépositors try to get their money 
out of the banks. There is nothing worthy 
to be called a run. The bank-doors stand 
open. Business is transacted regularly and 
without interruption. No workingman loses 
a cent of his hard-earned savings. Matters 
wore a far different aspect in 1873, 
with our savings-banks. The great 
mass of the / depositors of greenbacks 
rushed to the banks. Many of the latter 
closed their doors, and, in some cases, the 
doors have stayed shut ever since. Millions 
of savings were lost, and thousands of poor 
families were made far poorer by being 
stripped of the pennies and dollars, the repre- 
sentative of long and painful toil, standing to 
their credit on the books. 

Look on this picture, and then on that, and 
decide by sight whether a gold basis is an un- 
safe one in case of a credit panic.

SPEECH OF SENATOR DOOLITTLE. 

The principal event of the day was the speech 
of Senator Doiittle, he having accepted the 
poution of orator after the Jeff Davis engage- 
ment had resu ted in a faeco. The main points 
of Mr. Doolitt'e’s address are given below: 


WATER-ROUTES AND RAILWAYS. 

In my opinion, the great value of wuter-routes has 
been underrated since railways have come, The truth 
is, in railway botiding, ss in other business, our in 
tense Americaniem has shown itself. Our zeal, ener- 

y, and faith in the future of everything American, 

ave rum away with our discretion, We have buiit too 
many raliways for (ke (ame, They may be good enough 
for the next generation; but the thing bas been over- 
done fur the present, 

Indeed, it ie in this that we fed the immeiate 
cause of the panic of 1873, the end of which we have 
not reached. 

lf two railways are built where one cam do ali the 
business, and, by doing all, make 3 fair profit, or in- | 
terest upon the capital invested, at rates which, when 
the bu iness ia divided between two, will bankrupt 
both, two consequen es follow: 

Fvrat—There bas been as much loss or destruction 
of capital to the country, for the present, laid out in 
useless rails, in useless bridges, and in digging use- 
leas holes in the ground,” as H all that one of them 
cost, in gold, had been thrown into the sea, 

The premature building of mousands of miles of 
railway, which do not pay running etpenses avd re- 
pairs. bus produced the same praent efe fas if ali the 
money they cost was wholly icat. It is not so much the 
want of money—the want of gold and Aver, 
or of currency—that men feel 
now, as the want of 
buy money with; the want of collaterals to borrow it 
on. It is that which distresses our peopie. The waste 
of capital. labor, and population by the late civil wer, 
from which we have by no means recovered as yet ; 
the enormous debt and constant drain of taxation 
which follows it; the extravagance of our people ia 
their houses and in their living, mide the burden all 
thet we could bear. Add to all that the enormous 
waste of building thousands Df miles of railways that 
do not pay, and we realize what his eaten out our aub 
stance and made the @eavy burden under which we 
groam. I repeat, the destruction of capital, without 
returns, in making useless railways, pushed forward 
by speculators in town lots, railway-construction 
rings, and Credit Mobiliers, of which Jay Cooke was a 
Lading spirit, brought on the panic of 1573, 

But let us return 'o the cwe supposed, of building 
two railways to do the business of one. Noon can 
one do the business cheaper than two, and the who'e 
cost of one is lost, but a second consequence is likely 
to follow. One or both become insolvent, the weaker 
comes under the control of the stronger, or both un- 
der the control of some other mammoth ticn, 
o that wha‘ wae begun to make — , aad 
thereby cheapen rates, fails of its purpose and ends in 
monoply 

I do not deny that some great through lines may, 
and do, fairly compete, and thus cheapen rates. The 
railways from independent seaports, like Portland, 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore, when 
operated in the interests of the gre t cities where they 
terminate, do that, They cheapen freights to the sea 
board. But even these combine, sometimes, to put 
fre'ghts up. 

A balf dozen railway managers, in an hour, 
fer by telegraph. and raise psssenger-rates at wi 

They may fix the price of freigits in winter time, 
and in summer up toa certain point, Bryond this 
they cannot go. But what is the power that restrains; 
that regulates them in summer time? The cheap 
water routes of the lakes and of the Erie Canal, 

Without undespating railways; without rushing 

headlong to the other extreme, of foolishly and pre. 
maturely wasting o vital in useless and chimerical 
water routes; wisely confining ourselves to what is 
practical le, feasible, and economical, let us turn our 
attention once more to the coming and improvement 
of the great water routes, aa the great regulators of 
commerce, 
In due time let us, therefore, hope to see the Erie 
Canal made deeper and wider; with its banks wailed, 
if necessary, to prevent washing when navigated by 
steam, so aa greatly to increase its capacity. Let us 
hope to see the water routes through the Dominion 
op ned., and the St. Lawaence improved, so that vos 
sels of large burthen from Liverpool can come into 
Lake Michigan. Let us hope, too, thet with a lighter 
tariff of duties, a diminished public debt, and a freer 
commercial intercourse, before the close of this cen- 
tury we shall see the Dominion itself seeking to enter 
the Union of States, and to become s part of this 
great Republic of the world. 

Long before that let us hope to see, also. the canal 
from Chicago to the Ijinois River enlarged to 1 0 feet 
in width, and or 1) feet in depth; the Ihn is River 
improved, until every steamboaton the Mississippi 
which comes above St. Louis will come into the harbor 
of Chicago, there to meet the vessels of the lakes and 
o enn. Then Chicago would become the head 
of river navigatien, as it ie now of lake maviga- 
tion. By such « canal a river of pure water 
from Lake Michigan, flowing from 1 to 2 miles an 
hour, will pour through a city of 1,000,000 inhabitants,

Tast is 
true; and because true, it is one of the strongest rea- 
sous in ite favor. 

Lailies and gentlemen, if the reform proposed does 
tend to build up families, and bold out a powerful tu- 
centive to induce early marriage, certainly is no 
reason against it. A republic does not consist of 
houses aad furniture, eee and public piaces ; but 
of men and women ip happy and indevendent homes. 
Let me call to wind that the ancient republics in 
their better days favored carly marrige—giving it 
homor and power.

Orrawa, III., Sept. 15.—The attendance to-day 
was much larger than was expected, this being 
really the first day of the Fair, the entries hav- 
ing close! last evening. The receipts at the gate 
showed 20,000 people, which exhibitors’ tickets 
and season tickets, in the hands of persons who 
came, swelled the number to not short of 25,000, 
The department of mechanical arts was filled to 
overflowing. About 5 acres of ground were cov- 
ered with the finest machinery ther this age has 
produced. There were worthy of note 
three varieties of barb- wire fences. 
two kinds of end-gates a tor farmers’ 
corn-wagons, a new farmers’ skding gate, a ce e- 
brated smut-mill, ten different kinds of wagons, 
each of which bass wide reputation in jthe 
North west, a steam spad:ng-machiue, specimens 
of drain tile from Michigan, threshing-machives 
of celebrity with a band of music as an aitrac- 
tion to ove of them, four reapers ran by steam 
power, and three otbers of a celebrated Chicago 
firm, steam-generators for cooking. food for 
cattie, etc., rotary force pumps of merit, and 
every variety of cultivators, ‘corn-drop- 
pers, corn-pleeters, feed-cutters, corn-sheli- 
ers, hav-rakes, te., ever known in these 
parts. The display of plows wes simply beyond 
deecription, as the field was full of them, and it 
would be hard to determine which should bave 
the preference.
